College Has Model 

Lease For Farmers 

New methods in farming may 
equire changes in the relation- 
ships of landowners and tenants, 
thinks Harry M. Young, Jr., field 
agent in farm management at 
the College of Agriculture and 
Home Economics, University of 
Kentucky. 

Changes are coming so rapid- 
ly, he said, that local farm tra- 
dition and custom have not had 
time to indicate standard rental 
terms for some of the new prac- 
tices and crops. 
As a help to both landlords 
id tenants, in working out satis- 
ictory arrangements, the college 
has a publication called "Farm 
Leases." It contains a suggested 
lease form and brief discussion 
of vital questions for farmers 
and their tenants.

Feed Prices Advance 
Reflect Increased Demand 

Feedstuff prices advanced to 
the highest level since the first 
of August, during the week end- 
ing December 19, according to 
reports t 0 the Kentucky and U. 
S. Departments of Agriculture. 
Demand became quite active fol- 
lowing the announcement of a 
national emergency as feed dis- 
tributors and manufacturers re- 
plenished stocks and purchased 
supplies for later delivery. Cur- 
rent offerings were rapidly ab- 
sorbed and the output 0 f some 
feeds was reported sold through 
January. Wintry weather in 
important feeding areas con- 
tributed to the active demand. 

Wheat mUlfeeds advanced 
$1.50-2.25 per ton; soybean meal 
was up $4-4.50 and linseed meal 
$2-3. Corn feeds advanced 50 
tents-$3 per ton but there was 
little change in the alfalfa meal 
market. Tankage and meat 
scraps advanced with other feeds. 
Mixed dairy feeds were up $1- 
4 per ton and poultry feeds $2- 



Experimeni Station 

Tests Minjon Apple 

An apple variety called Min- 

n, developed in Minnesota, has 
been producing attractive crops 
at the Kentucky Agricultural 
Experiment Station. Trees four 
or five years old have produced 
ever three bushels and younger 

ees nearly two bushels each. 

A report of the station says 
Minjon trees grow well and bear 
well at an early age. The exact 
parentage of this apple is not 
known but it is thought to be a 
cross of Jonathan and Wealthy 
varieties. The apples are about 
the size of Jonathans and devel- 
op a deep, attractive, solid red 

Several new apple varieties 
under test in the Experiment Sta- 
tion orchard appear promising, 

it is stated. 

Farmers Holding To Land} 
But Few Foreclosures 

More farms have changed hands 
by voluntary sale since 1940 than 
during any other 10-year period 
on record, says the Bureau of 
Agricultural Economics. 

The annual rate from 1943 to 

1947 was higher than in 1919, the 
World War I peak. However, 
the rate has declined steadily 
since 1946. and in 1949 it was 
more than a third below the 
1945-46 peak. 

Foreclosures and assignments 
rose sharply in 1922 and con- 
tinued at a relatively high rate 
as late as 1940. Since then the 
rate of foreclosures, as well as 
tax sales, has been extremely 
low. 

Voluntary sales accounted for 
70 per cent of all faim transfers 
in 1949. The combined rate of 
transfers by all methods in both 

1948 and 1949 was the lowest 
since records first became avail- 
able in 1926.

Time Running Oui To 
Start G.I. Bill Courses 

Veterans of World War II 
planning G.I. Bill education and 
training were reminded today by 
the Veterans Administration that 
the July 25, 1951 deadline for 
starting courses is only (seven 
months away. 

This coming spring school term 



will be the final such term most 
veterans may enter or re-enter 
before the deadline, V.A. said, 
adding that if they plan to en- 
roll it's not too early to start 
making arrangements now. 

The 1951 deadline to most 
World War II veterans— those 
discharged from service before 
July 25, 1947. Those discharged 
after that date have four years 
from their discharge date in 
which to begin training. 



Veterans affected by the dead- 
line actually must have com- 
menced their training by July 
1 25, 1951, if they want to con- 
tinue afterwards, V\A. said.
